hours however the public will be allowed in only until 9 o'clock tonight [Music] tomorrow then the body will be 
moved to st. Matthew's Cathedral for a Requiem 
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st. Matthew's Cathedral for a Requiem Mass Washington's weather is much different today from what it was 
yesterday it poured down rain and the skies were dark almost black until very late in the day today the sun is 
shining and it's a crisp morning for those of you who may have joined us just in the past few minutes the 
main news development today was sensational Lee Harvey Oswald accused of being the man who shot 
President Kennedy was himself shot a short time ago he was attacked in the basement of the Dallas City Jail 
as officials prepared to move my armored car the sheriff's jail police said that Oswald was shot by one Jack 
Ruby 50 years old identified as a Dallas nightclub owner now for an on-the-spot commentary we switched to 
Bill Lawrence at the White House now the flag-draped coffin of the president is being carried out of the north 
door of the White House by eight enlisted men four of them two of them from each of the four military 
services the casket is slowly carried down the five steps and now mrs. Kennedy Carolyn and young 
Jonathan have walked 
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Carolyn and young Jonathan have walked out behind them as the Attorney General Robert Kennedy and two 
other Kennedy sisters from Jane Smith and mrs. Peter Lawford behind them stands Stephen Smith and the 
coffin has now been placed on the case our flag is being adjusted as mrs.

of the Congress the honor guard lining the street this procession is being led by the Washington Metropolitan 
Police then the commander of the escort Major General Philip Whalen who is commanding coming alongside 
the Treasury Department building the neoclassical building this is Edward me Morgan Howard right across 
from the Treasury Building on this niche that you saw aptly described it is the washington hotel which may be 
visible shortly it was the home of John Nance Garner Franklin Roosevelt's vice president who entertained 
Roosevelt on the roof garden of the hotel and as a matter of fact the president Speaker of the House John 
McCormick lives there the Joint Chiefs of Staff are marching [Music] 
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coming past the Washington hotel now coming up to the Washington hotel now and when it turns the corner 
it'll pass an even more famous hotel the Willard hotel when Abraham Lincoln first arrived here before his 
inauguration he lived not in any official building but in the will our hotel there are seven white horses drawing 
that case there are four enlisted men from each service and flanking the caisson now the cartridge is turning 
up Pennsylvania Avenue you can see the Capitol on the hill in the distance drumrolls howard seemed 
somehow to catch the mournful heartbeat of the nation [Music] president thank you the most important 
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president thank you the most important processional route the route the president's go to become 
inaugurated [Music] and a few sad cases of residents dying or being assassinated [Music] the procession is 
passing between the hotels and on the other side the Department of Commerce and famous Willard hotel

the Roman Empire and funerals of great leaders have this as a common feature Howard as the cortege 
makes it wery dreary way up to the capital we are told that President Kennedy's final resting place will be in 
Arlington National Cemetery area previously unused for other graves it will be on an open slope in front of 
the Custis Lee mansion that grounds one Harlington hill done that was the mansion of robert e lee's family 
the grave is located in a position that overlooks the gate of the famed National Cemetery and beyond into 
Lincoln Memorial the Washington Monument and on the distant skyline the Capitol building itself which we 
have seen now this early afternoon at the end of the Avenue we're told to that mrs. Kennedy accepted a

the world and certainly people have been referring to it in this long and depressing and unexpected interlude

catafalque is the precise catafalque that carried the coffin of abraham lincoln 98 years ago Kennedy was the 
first to be inaugurated on the what might be called the Sam Rayburn steps of the Capitol first president to be 
brought their dead July in state until tomorrow that is to say the first president to be brought over these new 
steps Lincoln lay there others lay there down to Franklin Delano Roosevelt the president's car is now going 
away you see the bulletin on the screen apparently America's supply of nuts is not exhausted someone with 
peculiar logic and peculiar morality has decided with the way to make up for a murder is to murder

one of those pictures on the wall is not famous artistically the signing of the Declaration of Independence but 
it happens to be the only reproduction of the signers many of the signers that we possess from that age long 
before photography the artist went to the home of each one later and sketched his picture the public is now 
filing in and this rotunda contrary to previous orders will be kept open as long as there are Americans visitors 
or anybody - what - come in and see the casket of the youngest American president to be elected and the 
youngest to die watching this scene revives that original feeling of disbelief that one had that this man could 
really be dead because you remember how he vigorously he came into that Hall and went out of it at the 
inauguration so short a time ago you keep thinking Howard that this is a dream a quiet nightmare which one 
will awake the president will be in his office there will be a president in his office late morning but it would be 
Lyndon Baines Johnson Joe Kennedy this is of course this precise area that are a center of the circle so to 
speak of the capital is one of the most 
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of the capital is one of the most popular tourist spots in the whole capital because it is here that the guides 
bring the crowds and they stare up as John Kennedy the younger did just earlier a few moments ago as 
Howard Smith pointed out the bulletin on the screen violence follows violence to no apparent cause to no 
apparent effect the president the man who was accused as the assassin of President Kennedy has indeed 
himself and assassinated Lee Harvey Oswald died just moments ago during the ceremony that we have 
witnessed died in the same Dallas hospital where the president also expired 48 hours and 30 minutes ago 
Oswald was being transferred under heavy guard from the city to the County Jail when a man identified as a 
Dallas nightclub owner by the name of Jack Ruby stepped forward fired a single bullet into Oswald stomach 
a 24 year-old ex-marine cried out fell down to the floor bleeding profusely he was rushed to Parkland 
Hospital where he was taken immediately into surgery presumably in an effort to halt the internal bleeding 
but Oswald's heart stopped beating during the operation his chest was opened doctors massaged his heart 
by hand and later attached an electronic device in a futile effort to revive his heartbeat the Truckee atom II 
was also performed that is an incision into the windpipe in another effort to save his life 
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the guard there will be changed frequently during the day and all through the night as was the case in the 
Eastern now back at the White House the White House portico it looks like the car carrying mrs. Kennedy it 
looks like the car carrying mrs. Kennedy back from the angle of our camera as you can imagine after the 
events of this amazing weekend The Secret Service guard is increased today it is mrs. Kennedy and | 
believe Howard her sister Lear adds a will for a younger sister who flew over from London we're back now 
the capital in the Rotunda where thousands are in line to 
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Rotunda where thousands are in line to file past the casket containing all that is mortal John Kennedy flowers 
which have been heaped up in adjoining rooms are now being brought in all these flowers in spite of the 
Kennedy family's request to the public not to send flowers but to use the money for some charity that wreath 
is the wreath of the president of the United States placed there by the new President Johnson a moment ago 
this is very reminiscent of scenes in England when King George the sixth died in his body lay in state his 
body lay in state for two days and the flow his subjects through the hall was endless though it has only begun 
this flow looks to be endless too 
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the short eulogies which were made just after the Cascade was brought in were made by the Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield of Montana a very close friend of the new president and indeed of the 
late president and the Chief Justice of the United States Earl Warren and the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives the next man in the line of succession for chief executive John McCormack that's the 
president's wreath there this is looking eastward now that light you see in the middle is the glass over the 


entrance which through which the coffin was brought and out of which mrs. Kennedy passed several minutes 
ago with the children if you were standing outside you would see the Supreme Court building straight ahead 
and the Library of Congress just off to the right because the room is larger 94 feet in diameter | think 
something to that effect because it is larger than the East Room in the White House and this is a public 
rather than an official part of ceremony now the file of those citizens 
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ceremony now the file of those citizens paying their respects is a kept by the Crimson cord at a greater 
distance from the coffin after the ceremony in January 1961 of the inauguration of John Kennedy this whole 
capital was a festive scene there was a lunch inside no festivities today 
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they're still in the rotunda of the Capitol in Washington flag-draped casket of the president immediately into 
the center of the picture we thought the death of Lee Oswald was of sufficient importance to issue a bulletin 
even during that impressive ceremony but for a late report now we switch to Bob Walker of WFAA in Dallas 
Lee Harvey Oswald is dead the assassin who felled the president 48 and a half hours ago is dead M an 
assassin's bullet and for that story we switched to ABC's Roger sharp at Dallas Parkland Hospital 24 year old 
Lee Harvey Oswald died here at Parkland Memorial Hospital exactly 33 minutes ago at 1:07 Central 
Standard Time he entered the hospital at 11:30 - and 10 minutes in the emergency room before being taken 
to the operating table at 11:40 - he suffered a cardiac arrest in the midst of surgery and a team of six or 
seven doctors led by dr. Tom shires the chief of surgery here at Parkland Memorial Hospital performed open- 
heart massage to attempt to bring Oswald back to life he survived the cardiac arrest long enough for them to 
attach a pacemaker machine providing electronic impulses to the heart fail to bring him back to life and he 
expired on the operating table at 107 dr. Shire 
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the operating table at 107 dr. Shire told us a few moments ago that the velop had entered the body in going 
through the spleen and being lodged in this area of the body the pellet was removed it appeared to be a 38 
caliber as you know it was fired from a pistol the brother of Lee Oswald was in the hospital at the time 
[Music] 
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we continue our report on the ceremonies here in connection with the funeral services of the late president 
this again is the Rotunda where the casket is resting and where it will rest until tomorrow about midday it will 
stay here almost 24 hours and the gates the doors will be open as long as there is any member of the public 
who wants to come in and say a silent goodbye to the last president needless to say the murder of a man 
who was highly suspected of murdering the president does nothing to alleviate the tragedy you can see 
members of the public coming in their heads going passing by above the heads of those who are lingering in 
the front row we've had no crowd estimate but along the route today people were from 10 to 30 deep 
watching the cortege pass powered unsuspectingly and certainly without calculation one of the presidents 
biographers James McGregor burns of his college in his book John Kennedy a prophet of a political profile 
provides a kind of fleeting epitaph at the very last page of the book which 
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the very last page of the book which goes like this if the presidency has an impact on its occupants the times 
have an impact on the presidency it make you 
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in the Capitol rotunda the body of John Kennedy is addressed you go through that corridor you come to the 
Senate did you know that one not not that one there that leaves out doors that leads directly to the east 
entrance steps and if you went out where you see those that light just to the right of the American flag you 
would see the great Grecian facade of the Supreme Court building but to the left Howard to the left of that 
sailor standing by the president's flag that entrance which we cannot see with this particular angle of the 
camera leads to the Senate and it is through this rotunda that the senators pass when they go into the house 
for a joint session with the house and as indeed they will do on Wednesday next when the 37th president of 
the United States appears before them for the first time as president they will go right straight through cutting 
that circle right in the middle right where the coffin now stands moving the senators will be as they go to the 
house from left to right as we look at the picture many times John Kennedy himself has taken that trip as the 
junior senator from Massachusetts many times he didn't 
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from Massachusetts many times he didn't need to take the trip because he was a congressman sitting in the 
chamber on the south side to our right it was the Senate that walks to the house because the house has a 
larger seating capacity in an earlier day governor's made the most available candidates for the president say 
but both John Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson have served in both sides of that building as a congressman 
and then as a senator and neither had served as a governor sombrely with respect the public is doing today 
only little a little differently from its behavior during other days in this rotunda taking pictures seeing seems 
that they had seen reproduced in postcards well John raphson is up at the capital and we would like to hear 
now from John Robson in the capital rotunda hired there was no way you could see from there but the 
crowds of people who have so far been going past the casket have been coming from the entrances to the 
House and the Senate the public has not yet started coming in those who have been filing by have at the 
very 
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been filing by have at the very beginning then members of the House and Senators and after that employees 
of the House and Senate with their families there have been so many of them that it has been a great crush 
in this chamber and so the public has so far have been held behind the door but you now see which is the 
door that leads out under the East Capitol steps in the very doorway the group you see is members of the 
press many photographers news men they are about to be ushered into the room and then directly behind 
them will come this great stream of persons who gathered on the Capitol grounds the plaza has been kept 
clear the crowds have been kept on the grounds on the lawn and the park and rope cordon and channel has 
been made to slowly in order in an orderly way bring them in as they come up the Capitol steps they will be 
walking four abreast and as they enter the doorway you now see they will divide to two abreast and then 
going around the circle of velvet ropes which has been placed around the outside of the Brooke rotunda they 
will go single file there are so many people that they have so far then kept moving quite quickly a few have 
been able to stop at the rope barrier and look and as you say take pictures but not many the the guards have 
found it necessary to keep them moving quite quickly and there are so many people still waiting that it will not 
be there will not be time for many to linger for very long and now they have started to enter as they go toa 
breast and then 
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enter as they go to a breast and then single-file around the outside of the of the chamber in which the casket 
is centered they will pass from the east side of the Rotunda and through the door on the west outside out of 
the capitol building as they file out they will pass under the deeply sorrowful gaze of Abraham Lincoln which 
had Morgan mentioned a while ago this particular statue at the West door of the Capitol which President 
Lincoln is gazing down on those who pass is one of four statues of him in this room one an enormous bust 
others standing figures was of course in this room that President Lincoln became the first president to lie in 
state as President Kennedy now lies [Music] those who passed through the rotunda are at about a distance 


of 20 feet or so from the casket it lies there in the center sentinels from the Armed Forces posted around it 
resting on the beer which was originally constructed for the first American president to be assassinated 
President Lincoln we have no very reliable estimates of the number of people who are waiting here to pay 
final homage to the president one capital policeman guessed it might be a quarter of a million just on the east 
side of the Capitol the people are of course all around the Capitol grounds many of those who were in the 
parade route have come up to the Capitol as has

canceled this rotunda will remain open so that anyone who is here may get to see the president and none 
will be turned away not only are the Capitol grounds jammed with mourners the whole city of Washington 
has had a flood of people into it in the past couple of days there have been extra buses put on many routes 
to carry them in trains have been jammed the highways have two people coming from all over the airport 
several have reported that even on a Sunday their schedules of arrivals are as heavy as on a normal busy 
weekday and it may be expected that this would continue through tomorrow the day of the funeral also 
arriving today and tomorrow of course will be many of the Chiefs of government and Chiefs of state of foreign 
countries and other representatives of foreign countries who are coming here for the funeral tomorrow 
tomorrow morning the Cortez will reform in the way it did today and take the opposite route carrying the 
president's casket back again to the White House for a momentary pause well well the White House 
mourners join it and then go on to the Cathedral for the funeral service from there it will go to Arlington

from there it will go to Arlington National Cemetery where President Kennedy will become only the second 
American president to be interred Arlington is of course for those who have served in the nation's armed 
forces as President Kennedy did in the Navy the site which has been chosen for the president's grave is near 
the Arlington mansion Custis Lee house and there is no other grave nearer to it than 40 yards for the second 
time since the president's body was brought into the rotunda the guard is being changed around the casket 
as you can see the light is quite bright in this rotunda just below the huge dome above it our windows 
through which the bright Sun that has been favoring Washington all day is streaming earlier in the afternoon 
the sunlight was reaching almost to the floor now the windows are so high the light is coming almost 
horizontally across still making it very bright in here 
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and as we see the faces of the people go fast of course the mood is quite contrary very songs very somber 
and full of grief and now the stream of public mourners is flowing collating up the East steps at the Capitol 
through the Rotunda past the casket burying the body of the dead president and out the West doors of the 
rotunda mrs. John raphson ABC at the Capitol Rotunda as was announced earlier the assassin of the 
president has himself been assassinated and for a late report on that we go now to Bob Walker of WFAA in 
Dallas Lee Harvey Oswald is dead dead of an assassin's bullet himself and for further details we take you to 
Roger Sharpe at Dallas Parkland Hospital where 54 minutes ago Lee Harvey Oswald died on the operating 
table 47 hours after the death in this same Hospital of President John Kennedy he arrived here at the 
hospital at 1132 after suffering the gunshot wound at City Hall he spent ten minutes in emergency room 2 
directly across the hall from emergency room 1 where the president died two days ago he was taken to the 
operating room at 11:42 about an hour after that after suffering massive injury to the abdomen and major 
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massive injury to the abdomen and major vessel English injury the bleeding had been controlled but Oswald 
suffered a cardiac arrest in other words his heart stopped the team of surgeons led by chief surgeon dr. Tom 
shires then began massaging the heart trying to bring Oswald back to life he lived for 20 to 30 minutes after 

the cardiac arrest dying at 1:07 Central Standard Time in the operating room the team of four or five 


surgeons had worked desperately to save his life although dr. shires did admit that there was only faint hope 
when he arrived here he gave the cause of death definitely as that of the gunshot wound the bullet was 
removed from the back of Oswald had it entered from the left abdomen causing damage to several vital 
organs and lodging against the skin in the rare it was a 38 caliber bullet and as you know it was fired by a 
pistol Lee Oswald's brother is still in the hospital in the custody of Secret Service agents he has refused to 
make any statement on the death of his brother the body of Lee Oswald remains on the operating table in on 
the second floor of this hospital he was given every possible degree of attention here the team of medical 
people present included dr. Malcolm Oh Perry who worked so very desperately over the president on Friday 
the hospital provided every service to make life possible for Lee Oswald but it came to a violent end at 1:07 
Central Standard Time this is Roger Sharpe reporting from Parkland Memorial Hospital in Dallas the alleged 
assassinator of Lee Oswald is jacked Ruby he's an alias Jack Rubenstein who came to Dallas 16 years ago 
and changed his name ruby is no stranger to dallas police he has been arrested several times but mostly on 
minor violations dancehall violations 
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minor violations dancehall violations violation of a Texas liquor law he lived alone in what is described as a 
rather nice Dallas apartment he has not been married he did not drink our smoke was careful of what he ate 
described by friends who knew him knew him best as an extrovert and as very likable man and now we're 
going to show you some of the actual film taken as Lee Oswald was brought down in the elevator the 
elevator coming down to take him to Dallas County Jail this occurring just prior to his shooting this now in the 
basement Dallas Police Department he's coming in to be preceded by several detectives Oswald wearing a 
black sweater homicide captain will Fritz on your extreme right and there is Oswald being led across being 
led out this is the idea they're checking in room where prisoners are checked in when they first come in now 
now the shooting has just occurred get him out of here they yelled bringing him inside was lying on the floor 
just prior now back inside the room that he just left being led out to go to Dallas County Jail on the basis of 
Dallas police officials at this time such security have been provided for Oswald not known before now they're 
rushing him out into an elevator this is Jack Ruby the man

further interrogated he is shot it is Oswald it is Oswald a policeman reports still alive at this time wheeling his

over the enormity of the crime Dallas police as Bob Walker told you a moment ago had taken stringent 
security measures to protect the accused killer during the transfer from City Jail in Dallas to County Jail prior 
to bringing Oswald to the basement police you flashlights they had searched the entire basement area other 
officers with riot guns and rifles were posted at various points in the basement of that building and all 
persons entering the basement presumably had been checked and cleared by police regardless of the 
security measures taken another death in Dallas this afternoon and it came to Lee Oswald just 1 hour and 47 
minutes after he was shot one time allegedly by Jack Ruby it would be interesting to look at the background 
of Lee Oswald and we will do that shortly but right now let's go to Washington and Howard K Smith my 
colleague Edward P Morgan who is here with me and | have been asked to comment on the events in Dallas 
and | think my own commentary can be made brief | think two things that | would like to say one is the 
reputation of the Dallas police force for providing security badly needs some improvement just a month ago

with anguish today over the events in their city over which they had no control although all of us in society 
have a certain responsibility vengeance is a bludgeon vengeance is a club and although | suppose the 
common denominator of emotion in the United States and in the civilized world was that of indignation anger 


or frustrated rage as | don't mind saying that was the emotion of myself as a correspondent if that's 
subjective journalism I'm afraid it'll have to be that way even though it was anger there is no nothing to be 
gained by such a frontier type old frontier type retribution of course this man was not even known beyond 
that shadow of a doubt proof positive to be the actual assassin although the finger of circumstance pointed 
heavily against him one of the worst aspects of the situation as it is it as it has developed this afternoon is 
that his story assuming that he was the assassin and one must although not legally assume that he was 
implicated in some way his story the motivations his 
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some way his story the motivations his background will never be known from his own lips now and this is 
important it's important to history it's important to set the record straight in terms of the tragic cutting down of 
John F Kennedy certainly we're in a turmoil of emotions Howard within 48 hours and | must say that that to 
castigate myself slightly in terms of accuracy it's a good thing perhaps that we are not those of us who work 
in journalism daily we are not the historians because | myself made a mistake of an hour a little while ago 
and | said that the the alleged assassin Oswald was shot and died within minutes of the president | was 
wrong because | wasn't compensating between Eastern Time and Central Time but be that as it may the the 
general problem of turmoil that you mentioned is certainly one that we as a society must grapple with more it 
seems to me that regardless of what the specific motives if there were specific motives of of the assassin 
were that there has been a fringe of ugliness both from the left and the right in this country and maybe a 
fringe of irresponsibility in the center that we're going to have to deal with perhaps today is not the day to go 
into it in detail and perhaps we not being medical doctors or psychoanalysts are not the ones to do it 
specifically but one hopes as a reporter and as a citizen that we as a country will certainly take these matters 
in to in the weighty and sober consideration well | think the greatest practical loss is the one that you 
mentioned that is we will never hear this man's story and it is more serious than it seems that we 
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is more serious than it seems that we hear this story and find out what happens what causes these things as 
the comment was made two days ago in Great Britain leaders go about with one bodyguard are none and 
they're never molested or attacked none has ever been assassinated it happens in much of Western Europe 
that is so in this country four American presidents have been killed many more have been shot at and no 
doubt if we did not have the huge guard we have all wrong presidents with an arsenal following them the car 
behind the president contains even machine guns wherever he goes if we did not have that more would have 
been assassinated there's something wrong we do not know what it is and we have been deprived of an 
opportunity perhaps of finding out a great deal that we ought to know by this the second murder that has 
taken place the mayor of Dallas said something the other day in his statement expressing outrage and 
heartbreak over the assassination of President Kennedy | don't have it here in front of me but | remember the 
essence of it and it was not as an apology for his city but to state a fact that there are lunatics in every 
neighborhood and in every city and you can't control them all and rather than point the accusing finger at 
Dallas and center all of the guilt for the events of the last 48 hours plus on that hapless City the country as a 
whole should should take this into consideration it is astonishing Howard you were a correspondent in 
London for many many years and | wonder if you can remember whether during that long period of time after 
you came out of Berlin and Switzerland at the end of the World War two ever being a major assassination in 
the in the British Isles at that time or indeed has there been when I've tried to Rack my brains yes to kill to go
